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Record funding for 
veterans’ programs 


Funding levels for veterans’ 
programs in the President's 
fiscal year 1976 budget request 
to Congress are the highest in 
the nation’s history. 

Richard L. Roudebush, ad- 
ministrator of veterans’ affairs, 
reports that the Veterans’ 
Administration budget 
authority request of $16.1 billion 
marks the seventh consecutive 
year in which VA_ budget 
authority has set new highs. 

The $16.1 billion request 
represents an increase of $170 
million in budget authority over 
estimated requirements for 
fiseal year 1975. 

Estimated budget outlays in 
the coming fiscal year of $15.6 
billion are also on all-time 
high and $131.4 million over 
estimated outlays this year, the 
VA head said. 

Administrator’ Roudebush 
said that under the new budget, 
VA's average employment in 
fiscal 1976 will be increased by 
9,218 to a total of 205,766 — the 
highest level of employment 
since 1947. 

Average employment of 
181,511 for the Department of 
Medicine and Surgery will be 
the sixth consecutive year of 
increased employment and 
9,641 over this fiscal year, he 
said 

Highlighting request 
record budget for VA, 
Roudebush said that it provides 
for: 

1. Payments of $4.6 billion in 
service-connected disability 
and death compensation 
benefits to 2.6 million veterans 
and survivors. 

2. Expenditures of $2.7 billion 
in nonservice-connected 
disability and death pension 
benefits to 2.2 million veterans 
and survivors in financial need 

3. More than $4 billion in 
education and _ training 
assistance payments to 2.6 
million Vietnam-era veterans 
and servicemen and 80,000 sons, 
daughters, wives and widows of 
veterans whose deaths or 
severe disabilities resulted 
fromsmilitary service. 

4. A record funding level for 
VA's hospital and medical care 
program of $3.9 billion — $366 
million over the 1975 estimate 
and $845 million over the 1974 
actual funding.

6, Housing credit assistance 
for guaranteed loans of more 
than $10 billion to 365,725 
veterans, bringing the

7. Life insurance protection 
totaling more than $98 billion 
for 8.2 million veterans and 
active duty servicemen. 

8. Continued emphasis on 
timely. quality VA service to 
veterans and beneficiaries 
through such programs as 
Vetreach, Outreach, and Vet- 
Reps on Campus.

Roudebush emphasized that 
benefit programs expenditures 
of $11.7 billion in fiscal year 1976 
represent 71.4 per cent of VA's 
total $16.1 billion budget 
authority. 

‘The record $3.9 billion funding 
for VA's ‘hospital and other 
medical programs is 23.4 per 
cent of the agency’s total budget 
and will enable VA to: 

—Provide inpatient hospital 
care for 1,246,531 veterans—an 
alltime high and 105,781 over 
fiscal year 1974. 

—Handle more than 14.7 
million outpatient medical 
visits, also a record high and 
nearly 2.5 million more than in 
fiscal 1974. Roudebush noted 
that care will be more ac- 
cessible to more veterans, as 
VA will operate 20 more out- 
patient clinics and 32 more 
mental hygiene clinics. 

—Provide hospital and 
medical care for upwards of 
178,000 beneficiaries on any 
given day. 

—Raise the composite VA 
hospital staffing ratio to 167 
staff for each 100 patients — 10 
more staff for each 100 patients 
than in fiscal 1974. 

The $403.9 million for hospital 
construction will | permit 
completion of funding for four 
new VA hospitals in Augusta, 
Ga., Bronx, N. Y., Columbia, S.

Electricity rate up; _ 
non-home gas raise! 


Illinois Power Company 
announced. late Thursday that 
the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission has granted electric 
and gas rate increases in the 


15,000 square-mile area served © 


by the company, including the 
Quad-Cities. 

The electric increase of 9.2 
per cent amounts to $18,147,000. 
This includes the 2.92 per cent 
granted by the commission in 
an interim order last June. 

The gas rate increase totals 
$8,582,000, none of which will be 
borne by residential users. 

Revenue the company obtains 
from a new “‘limited firm” rate 
for interruptible customers on 
order of the Illinoos Commerce 
Commission last August will be 
subtracted from the new rate 
increase in a complex system of 
rate design. 

Wendell J. Kelley, president 


of Illinois Power, said the action 
of the commission will 
strengthen “‘our ability in the 
year ahead to obtain the capital 
funds we must have to build to 
meet the future needs of our 
residential, commercial and 
industrial customers.

Well, that sentence is no 
worse than some of the terms 
economists,-use to report 

| economic developments to 

; Americans whose knowledge 
about economics, in many 
cases, begins and ends with the 
fact that their money buys less 
and that the reason is called 
“inflation.” 

.But taxpaying, grocery- 

‘ buying, _ bill-paying—and 
worried—Americans have a 
right to know how to read the 

| economic tea leaves so they can 
prepare for, or prevent, the 

| fates that might be in store for 
them, 

To this end, a brief “field 
! guide” to identifying the tallest 
; trees in thé verbal forest of 
| current economics has been 

prepared by the Family 
Economics Bureau. Here is the 
guide: 

, CONSUMER PRICE INDEX 

— A statistical barometer of 
price levels for goods and 
services being bought by most 
urban wage earners, compared 

; to prices in 1967 — the base 
index. 

The current Consumer Price 
, Index tells us that in 1974 it cost 

$154.30 to buy what $100 bought 
in 1967, a result of 12.1 per cent 
inflation during 1974, 8 per cent 
in 1973 and lower rates in earlier 
years. 

DISPOSABLE INCOME 
|The amount of wages and 
' salaries left to spend, after 

deduction of taxes and other 
| fees required by government. 

Disposable income has been 
running a match race with 
inflation for a long time — and 
winning — until 1974: It dropped 
1.5 per cent in 1974, the first 
drop since World War IT 

Before 1974, incomes 
generally rose faster than 
prices, so consumers were able 

| to buy just as much, despite 

| inflation. But, last year, prices 
| rose faster than incomes.

recession. High unemployment 
is the other. 
Largely because GNP has 


been dropping at an annual rate ¥ 
of 


5 to 5 per cent, nearly 6.5 
million people looking for jobs 
couldn't find them in December 
1974. That’s the largest number 
of unemployed in 13 years. 

On the downside, GNP works 
like this: 

When the rate of economic 
growth declines, business 
profits eventually decline, too — 
so businessmen reduce their 
plant improvements and buy 
less new equipment. t 

In stable dollars, capital 
investment in plant and 
equipment has been dropping 
since mid-1974. 

As a result, the amount of 
goods industry produces 
declines, and profits decline 
still more. 

And, because industry is 
producing less, it needs fewer 
employes Unemployment 
rises, ‘and EXPENDABLE 
INCOME drops along with 
CONSUMER DEMAND, 
(represented by money spent in 
retail stores), for the things 
manufactured by industry. This 
produces still more, “drag” on’ 
economic growth. 

CONSUMER CONFIDENCE 
— The mood of consumers is 
viewed as a potent economic 
force. 

That's why government 
policymakers looked up from 
their charts and graphs and 
listened attentively when the 
University of Michigan's 
Survey Research Center. an- 
nounced that confidence in the 
economy has dropped to its 
lowest point in 25 years.

“Consumers are dejected, not 
only by the continuation of a 
high rate of inflation but also 
the slowdown in the economy 

STAGFLATION — Such a 
rare combination of inflation 
and recession that a new word 
was needed to describe it. 

With stagflation, high 
unemployment (characteristic 
of recession) and high prices 
(inflation) exist 
simultaneously 

Says. Arthur F. Burns, 
chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, ‘'The rules of

economics are not working 
quite the way they used to.”” 

Stagflation led to some in- 
decisiveness in the community 
of economists in 1974. 

President Gerald Ford, who 
called inflation the primary 
cause of recession, received 
conflicting advice. 

Some economists advised the 
President to reduce the federal 
budget and follow tight 
monetary policies. (But, that 
might worsen the recessionary 
trend.) 

Most ' economists, however, 
advised him to cut taxes and 
suggested that the Federal 
Reserve Board create more 
money for banks to loan to 
business. (But that might 
worsen the inflationary trend.) 

At this point, the President 
and Congress agree that 
decisive actions must be taken, 
But the form they should take is 
still very much up in the air. 

Whatever happens will affect 
every American's pocketbook 
— and how Americans will 
react is the $64 question that 
will not be fully answered for at 
least the next 12 months. 

In this tug of war, each citizen 
will probably get the best lesson 
he’s ever had in basic 
economics

Deductions may be made for 
care of children, disabled 


Eligible taxpayers may 
reduce their federal income tax 
by deducting the cost of care for 
children, a disabled husband or 
wife, or other dependents, Ira S. 
Loeb, IRS district director for 
Central and Southern Illinois, 
has pointed out. 

Taxpayers with adjusted 
gross incomes of $18,000 or less 
may be able to deduct as much 
as $400 a month for household 
and dependent care expenses. 
Those who earn more than 
$18,000 a year must reduce the 
deduction by 50 cents for each 
dollar over $18,000, Loeb said. 

To qualify for this deduction, 
according to Loeb, taxpayers 
must be employed on a sub- 
stantially full-time basis, must 
provide more than half the cost 
of maintaining a household for a 
dependent under 15 or a 
disabled spouse or dependent of 
any age, and must make the 
payments to persons other than 


~ relatives or dependents. 


Loeb noted that this deduction 
may include household ex- 
penses paid for the usual ser- 
vices of a housekeeper, maid, or 
cook. 

Additionally, he said, ex- 
penses for services performed 
outside the home for nursery 
school or day care for depen- 
dents under 15 may be included 
as part of the deduction if they 
are necessary to enable the 
taxpayer to work. However, he 
added, these expenses are 
limited to $200 a month for one 
dependent, $300 for two 
dependents and $400 for three or 
more. 

‘According to the law, such 
expenses cannot include 
educational costs for a child in 
the first or higher grades. 

Loeb also said that deductions 
for care of disabled dependents 
over 15 years of age must be 
reduced by the amount that the 
dependent's adjusted gross 
income and any nontaxable 
disability payments exceed 
$750. 

The expenses claimed for the 
care of a disabled husband or 
wife, he said, must be reduced 
by the amount of nontaxable 
disability payments received 


Typically, these payments 
come from disability insurance 
policies and employe sick pay 
plans. 

Loeb cautioned taxpayers 
that they must itemize all 
deductions on Form 1040 to take 
advantage of the child and 
disabled care provisions. Form 
2441 may be used to compute the 
deduction.

Madison-St. Clair group, has 
urged all member pharmacists 
to attend the teach-in and to 
participate in the program. “It 
offers a golden opportunity to 
serve our communities and to 
help stamp out a dangerous 
heajth menace," Still said. 

“Numerous agencies and 
individuals, including the World 
Health Organization (WHO) 
have recently suggested that 
the VD epidemic cannot be 
halted by traditional methods 
alone,’ Mirsky said. ‘'They 
have recommended that the 
focus should now shift to public 
education.” 

Between 1954 and 1974 the 
incidence of VD has more than 
tripied, according to statistics 
published by the U.S. Center for 
Disease Control. More than 
51,000 cases of VD were 
reported in Illinois in 1973. 

“This trend is primarily due 
to public ignorance, the per- 
sistance of myths and the lack 
of understanding of the 
seriousness of the epidemic,” 
Mirsky said. 

“We believe these efforts will 
overcome this educational gap 
and help to end the epidemic," 
Mirsky said.

subjected to abuse by two to 
four intruders. 

“They knock on the .door and 
then barge in and ransack the 
place,”’ he said. “Mr. Horvat’s 
death and the beating of his wife 
and son is the most serious of all 
the cases," the officer said. 

Authorities were summond to 
a nei or’s home near the 
Horvats’ dwelling at about 2:30 
a.m. Thursday. Mrs. Horvat 
had dragged herself there from 
across the street, although 
bleeding profusely from many 
injuries. 

“She was sitting there on the 
floor in her nightgown, covered 
with blood,” Captain John 
Andrews of the East St. Louis 
detective squad said. 

Officers then went to the 
Horvat home and found Mr. 
Horvat and his son unconscious, 
lying near the front door. 

In addition to the smashed 
hands, large cuts, massive 
bruises and other, injuries, the 
Horvats had been sprayed with 
gold paint. Food, flour and 
cooking oil were poured over 
them. 

Mrs. Horvat was able to tell 
only part of what had happened 
during the twohour ordeal, 
according to Corporal Terence 
Delaney, an Illinois State Police 
detective. 

Mrs. Horvat reported being 
pulled from her bed by the hair 
at about midnight by a young 
man. 

She was dragged down the 
stairs of the two-story frame 
house into the living room, 
where three other youths were 
beating and kicking her 
husband and son, she told 
authorities. 

She said sticks and metal 
pipes were used in the beatings, 
Delaney said. 

Two youths then took turns 
beating the Horvats while the 
other two ransacked the home, 
she reported. 

During the beatings the 
youths would periodically ask 
the Horvats if they had any 
valuables in the house. The 
beatings, however, appeared to 
be more for “kicks” than an 
attempt to find out about more 
money in the home, authorities 
said 

The tormentors severed the 
son’s right ear and badly cut the 
father’s right ear, police said. 

The house was completely 
ransacked and Mrs. Horvat's 
rings and a small amount of 
money were stolen. 

One of the youths said, ‘The 
pickings are better in St. Louis 
than they are here,"’ authorities 
noted 

To become a_ teacher of 
handicapped children, Mrs 
Horvat attended classes at the 
East St. Louis center of 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville, . taking eight 
years to obtain her degree. At 
the same time, she worked as a 
nurse's aide at St. Mary's 
Hospital in East St. Louis, 
mostly working the midnight 
shift so she could care for her 
family and attend schoo}. 

She began her teaching 


_career at McKinley School here 


about 11 years ago, and has 
been assigned to Special 
Education classes at Wilson 
School for most of her tenure in 
the local school system. 

The Horvats have another 
son, George L., a Ph.D. 
recipient who lives in 
California; a daughter, Marian, 
a Missouri resident; and five 
grandchildren. 

Mr. Horvat leaves two 
brothers, Joseph and John, and 
a sister, Catherine, among 
several area relatives. 

To assist Mrs. Horvat and 
her son meet medical ex- 
penses and other needs, 
fellow teachers have 
established a fund in memory 
of Mr. Horvat at the Granite 
City Trust & Savings Bank.

Too many drive around crossing gate 


To the Editor: 

Much has been said about the 
operation of the West Pontoon 
Road railroad crossing gates 
and their occasional malfunc- 
tioning 

Also, much has been said 
about the general public, their 
disregard for the gates and, at 
times, their impatience to cross 
when the gates are down and 
apparently in proper operating 
condition. 

On Sunday afternoon, Feb. 2, 
at approximately 3 p.m., the 
gates lowered and the lights 
were flashing, signalling the 
approach of a train 

‘A train appeared in ap- 
proximately one minute, 
signalling with an air horn 
which could be heard inside a 
car with windows rolled up 

This train was approaching 
from the north and took about 
three minutes to clear the 
crossing, at which time the 
gates remained lowered. 

At this time, traffic on both 
the east and west sides of the 
crossing became impatient and 


started driving around the 
gates, 

A woman on the west side of 
the tracks drove around the 
parkeé cars and approached the 
tracks to cross, and shortly 
backed down from the crossing 
and backed to the rear of the 
line of traffic. This woman had 
two small children in the car. 

At this time, another train 
approached from the same 
direction as the first (north) 
and took about the same time as 
the first, three minutes, to clear 
the crossing 

Again the gates remained 
down and again traffic became 
impatient and some cars drove 
around the gates. 

One of the cars, it pains me to 
mention, contained a deacon 
and his wife of the church to 
which I belong. And again,the 
crossing gates stayed down. 

The third train approached 
from the south and consisted of 
an engine and caboose and 
cleared the crassing in a few 
seconds, at which time the gates 
raised and traffic proceeded in 


both directions. 

All of these actions took eight 
minutes. 

On Wednesday, Feb. 12, at 
6:27 am., I approached ‘the 
stoplight. at Pontoon and 
Nameoki Roads coming from 
Mitchell, and stopped at the red 
light 

The light was green for east- 
west traffic on Pontoon Road. A 
train was approaching, the 
gates lowered, the red lights 
flashing. 

Two cars approached the 
gate, the first one stopped, 
hesitated and then drove around 
the gates 

The second car which was 
immediately behind the first 
was a Granite City police car 
which made no attempt to flash 
red lights, blow the siren or in 
any way attempt to stop the car 
that drove around the gates.

Better energy usage can be devised 


(American Institute 
of Physics 

“The technical efficiency of 
energy use in the United States 
is appallingly low.” This finding 
was reported by a group of 
physicists at the joint annual 
meeting of The American 
Physical Society and the 
American Association of 
Physics ‘Teachers in Anaheim, 
Calif., this month. 

Reports of three parallel 
substudies, presenting research 
recommendations for physicists 
and engineers, were sum- 


marized in a special session- 


held at the meeting. 
; The reporta concerned 
windows, combu8tion and an 
overview of research op- 
|, Portunities in diverse areas of 


energy use. 

The results emerged from 
amonth-long study held at 
Princeton University under the 
auspices of The American 
Physical Society. 

More than 30 physicists and 
emgineers participated in the 
study, which was sponsored 
jointly by the National Science 
Foundation, the Federal 
Energy Administration, and the 
Electric Power Research 
Institute. 

More efficient energy use, the 
scientists say, is partly a matter 
of applying known technology, 
but also requires new research 
on such apparently ‘mundane 
subjects as furnaces, ‘windows, 
tires and electric lights. 

Hs, They identified a large 


number of research tasks for 
their colleagues to work on, and 
pleaded for the public to realize 
that scientists can be as helpful 
in finding better ways to use the 
energy we have’as they can be 
in finding new sources of 
energy. 


The four leaders of the study 
were: Samuel Berman, 
professor at the Stanford Linear 
Accelerator Center; Daniel 
Hartley, research engineer at 
the Combustion Reséarch 
Division, Sandia Laboratories; 
Marc Ross, professor of physics 
at the University of Michigan; 
and Robert Socolow, professor’ 
of engineering at Princeton

Pros bruise Greco-Roman rules 


a 16-man confrontation at Kiel 
Auditorium this winter to a 
thunderous ovation. 

It earned him a 1975 title bout 
with the National Wrestling 
Alliance champion, Jack 
Brisco. 

The powerful Bruiser per- 
formed predictably against 
Brisco. Nobody thought hé 
would be beaten, and he wasn’t; 
but title changes usually don’t 
happen except at intervals of 
several years, so Brisco’s 
championship remained intact 
through a_ disqualification 
ruling. 

Bruiser bruised a few too 
many regulations, including the 
one that says you aren't sup- 
posed to hit the referee. 

Brisco is billed as the world 
heavyweight champion, which 
is understandable to fans in the 
Midwest but may be confusing 
to those visiting here from other 
parts of the U. S. 

Bruno Sammartino is 
recognized as the champion by 
the World Wide Wrestling 
Federation, and Verne Gagne is 
considered the champion by the 
American Wrestling Alliance 

Leading title contenders 
include Dory Funk Jr., The 
Sheik, Billy Robinson, Chief Jay 
Strongbow, Mil Mascaras, 
Pedro Morales, Billy Graham 
(not the evangelist), Giant 
Baba, Harley Race, The 
Crusher and Johnny Valentine. 

Also, Abdullah The Butcher, 
Killer Kowalski, Pampero 
Firpo, Dick Murdock, The 
Destroyer, Strong Kobayashi, 
Antonio Inoki, Jeet Singh, 
Koloff, Wahoo McDaniels, 
Bobo Brazil, Gene Kiniski and 
Blackjack Mulligan. 

And Larry Zbyszko, Nick 
Bockwinkle, Haystack Calhoun,

Bruiser. 

Top tag teams include the 
Hollywood blonds (Buddy 
Roberts and Jerry Brown), the 
Royal Kangaroos and — would 
you believe?

In addition ‘to the wrestlers 
with names and faces, there are 
those who wrestle with masks. 

The practice dates back to the 
mid-1920s, when the Masked 
Marvel competed. 

As a wrestling magazine has 
commented, ‘Adding to the 
excitment generated by the 
presence of a masked man on 
the wrestling program is the 
always-present possibility of his 
being unmasked in the arena if 
he loses. 

“That was the case of a 
pseudo-Oriental wrestler (from 
Milford, Conn.) who had his 
true identity revealed in front of 
thousands."" 

The most famous masked 
men of past years, aside from 
the non-wrestling Lone Ranger, 
were the Sensational Destroyer 
and the Zebra Kid. 

According to Mr. Destroyer — 
or you can call him Sensational 
if you're a close friend — ad- 
vantages of wearing a mask are 
broader. than merely the 
privacy and anonymity. The 
mask helps prevent cauliflower 
ears, he confides. 

Much longer than the history 
of masked wrestling is the story 
of the sport itself. 

Unlike such modern sports as 
baseball, football, basketball 
and hockey, which can trace 
their origins to the 1800s, 
wrestling is as old as mankind. 
Archaeologists have found cave 
drawings depicting men 
engaged in various wrestling 
holds, 

As a sport, it goes back to the 
ancient Greeks. Homer, in The 
Iliad, described a wrestling 
match between Ulysses and 


Ajax. 
By the eighth century B. C., 
the Greeks had set up wrestling 
schools known as_palaestras. 
Wrestling was an integral 
part of the original Olympic 
games. 

The Roman Empire also 
adopted the sport; in addition to 
gladiator tournaments, 
wrestling was a popular sport at 
the Coliseum. 

The Japanese meanwhile 
were developing a style all their 
own. Sumo wrestlers — usually 
weighing more than 300 pounds 
— still vie there, and in a few 
instances have been paired 
against American wrestlers. 

Professional free-style 
wrestling began to make its 
appearance in the late 1800s and 
expanded rapidly. This worried 
the amateur purists, who in 1921 
set up the Amateur Wrestling 
Federation. 

The U Ss. Wrestling 
Federation was formed in 1969 
and operates in conjunction 
with the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association. 

The most dangerous wrestler 
of all time? Well, that honor is 
claimed by — who else? — Dick 
the Bruiser. 

He lived up to that image in 
the local wrestle royal referred 
.o earlier, overcoming Ronnie 
Etchison, Yugo Babich, Pat 
O'Connor, Lord Alfred Hayes, 
Black Angus, Joe Blanchard, 
Moose Cholak, Mike Dubois, 
Bobo Brazil, Eddie Graham, 
Bobby Jaggers, Roger Kirby, 
Big Bill Miller, Sailor Art 
Thomas and Buddy Wolfe — all 
in the space of eight minutes. 
He personally dispatched seven 
of his 15 opponents. 

Bruiser owns victories over 
most of the major wrestlers but 
has won few titles. 

His controversial

history.’’ Over 300 perople were 
injured after he defeated 
popular Antonio Rocca 

Handsome and possessing a 
physique impressive even when 
compared with those of other 
leading wrestlers, the 250- 
pounder from Reno, Nev., has 
become one of the most popular 
— although still employing 
some of the same roughhouse 
tactics that originally gained 
notoriety and outright bans 
against signing him for bouts. 

A former football star who 
cloaks his Jast name in secrecy, 
Dick the Bruiser can ably 
defend himself alone, but in the 
1970s also has been teaming 
with such ring favorites as Billy 
Robinson, Sailor Art Thomas, 
Cowboy Bob Ellis and Bruiser’s 
cousin, The crusher. 

When Bruiser teamed with a 
former enemy. Bruno Sam- 
martino, they defeated Ernie 
Ladd and Baron Von Raschke 
and gained acclaim as probably 
the leading tag teain. 

Appeals for him to be allowed 
to wrestle again in certain 
banned areas of the U. S. and in 
Toronto, Canada, are based on 
an unusual line of reasoning. 

Wrestling, it is contended, 
needs to rid itself of a new breed 
of ‘“‘blood-thirsty’' villains 
symbolized by The Sheik (a 
“wild man from Syria”), And 
who is better equipped to ac- 
complish this in the ring than 
“dangerous"’ Dick the Bruiser? 

Whether The Sheik and others 
would fFetire due to bruises or 
due to the embarrassment of 
losing is not explained. 

But such matches are certain 
to carry a lot of emotional 
impact. 

And‘the participants are sure 
to include wrestlers who, like 
Bruiser, can generate standing 
ovations from unfailingly large 
enthusiastic,  ticket-buying 
crowds.

‘The book proposes a series 
of legal maneuvers aimed at 
forcing removal of roadside 
hazards. It warns of the ‘“‘sur- 
prising lag-in the develop- 
ment of the law in response to 
the roadside hazard," even 
though “‘of the 56,000 highway 
deaths in 1972, about a third 
reportedly occurred when the 
vehicle collided with a fixed 
object on or along the road, 


rolled over or otherwise came 
to grief after leaving the 
pavement.” 


The authors claim that fac- 
tors contributing to official 
indifference include “‘the pre- 
ocupation of state and federal 
governments with new road 
construction” and ‘“‘the tend- 
ency of private litigants to be 
concerned essentially with 
compensation for injuries 
rather than eliminating the 
agent (reason) for injuries.” 


“The Law and Roadside 
Hazards” underlines the re- 
sponsibility and liability of 
highway engineers and con- 


sultants who design highway 
obstacles; road contractors 
who build faulty highways 
and fail to eliminate hazards; 
and utility’ companies which 
erect dangerously placed 
light and utility poles and 
build concrete or other non- 
breakway pole supports. 
It'also insists federal, state 
and local agencies can be 
held to account legally for 
dangerous. guardrails, cul- 
verts, signs, embankments, 
trees, shoulders and bridge 
supports, or for poor judg- 
ment in failing to correct 
known roadside hazards. 
“Highway authorities, to 
avoid assertions of liability, 


should provide motorists with 
an unobstructed recovery 
zone in which they can bring 
their vehicles to a safe stop,” » 
the authors contend. 
“Obstacles or devices ca- 
pable of causing collisions re- 
sulting in injury or death 
should not be placed so close 
to a highway that a driver 


“cannot stop before hittin, 


them. ... $ 

“If a government main- 
tains dangerous obstacles or 
devices on or near a highway, 
even if they are devices such 
as guardrails, the courts will 
hold the government liable 
for the injuries in collisions 
with them.”’

Bill would add cats 
to inoculation laws

Not to slight the feline 
inhabitants of the state, a bill 
has been introduced in the 
Illinois House to give County 
Boards the authority to require 
the registration and-or rabies 
inoculation of cats. 

If the requirement for 
registration of cats is imposed 
by the boards, the fee could not 
exceed $4, according to the bill,

Animal Control Act 

The fees for cats that are 
spayed or altered could be 
lowered. 

If passed, the bill would give 
the boards authority to impose 
these requirements. They could 
not be mandatory. 

The original Animal Control 
Act, passed in 1973, made the 
inoculation of dogs against 
rabies and the $4 registration 
fees mandatory. Last year, the 
law was amended to nullify the 
year-old registration fee. 

The inoculation against 
rabies for dogs — over four 
months of age and not confined 
at all times to an enclosed area 
— remains. 

The new bill seeks to include 
cats in this category, when 
County Boards deem _ it 
necessary. The boards would 
assume the authority to 
establish the inoculation fee and 
issue tags. 

Incidence of rabies in cats has 
outnumbered the incidence 
found in dogs during the past 
two years, according to figures 
from the Illinois Department of 
Public Health. 

In 1973, there were 15 cases of 
rabies found in cats and 13 in 
dogs, while last year 13 cases 
were confirmed in cats and 
seven cases were confirmed 
involving dogs. 

The amendment also adds a 
section providing for the ap- 
prehension and impoundment of 
cats running at large. 

Procedures outlining steps for 
recovering and disposing of cats 
are to be the same as those for 
dogs. 

The legislation was in- 
troduced by Rep. Donald 
Deuster, R-Mundelein.

Truck weight enforcement by 
state police mounts annually 


Lt. Albert J. Bertagnolli, 
State Police District com- 
mander for the nine-county 
area included in District 11, 
headquartered at Maryville, 
have announced figures 
showing that the state police in 
District 11 weighed a total of 
723,406 trucks during 1974 at 
scale installations. As a result 
of their efforts, 2,814 tickets for 
violation of weight restrictions 
were issued. 

Since 1922, when the first 
eight men were appointed as 
state policemen, the Illinois 
State Police department has 
been charged with the 
responsibility for a continuing 
comprehensive weight en- 
forcement program. 

That program has developed 
to a total of 33 truck-weighing 
stations throughout Illinois. 

‘The total number of trucks 
weighed each year has in- 
creased steadily. In 1974, there 
were over five million vehicles 
weighed. Of those, 21,702 
truckers were issued arrest 
tickets for being overloaded. 
Dwight E. Pitman, superinten- 


dent of the Illinois State Police 
said, “The Road Fund of the 
Illinois state treasury received 
$2,489,944.59 in fines ‘collected 
by the courts from overweight 
trucks during the 12 months of 
1974. This represents more than 
16 times the amount in fines 
collected just ten years ago. 

“] think this speaks well for 
us wheh it is considered that our 
efforts in recent years have 
been hampered by an increase 
in demands for police service 
and a relatively small number 
of civilian weight inspectors.” 

Faced with increasingly rapid 
deterioration of Chicago's 
expressways; deterioration due 
in large measure to overweight 
trucks, the Illinois State Police 
in December 1973 assigned a 
special detail of troopers to 
weigh vehicles suspected of 
carrying excessive loads. 

In one year, these troopers 
stopped and weighed 3,942 
vehicles; 1,648 were found to be 
in violation. Over $731,000 was 
posted in bond

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Winter still threat to 
drivers, Veizer warns 


“Winter isn’t quite over yet,” 
Chief of Police Ronald J. Veizer 
reminded Granite City drivers, 
but he fears that ‘‘some.drivers 
and their cars are beginning to 
suffer from.‘winter fatigue.’ If 
s0,-we could be in trouble.” 

The symptoms of winter 
fatigue in cars, according to the 
chief, include: batteries no 
longer in top condition; burned- 
out lights; streaking windshield 
wiper blades that have had too 
many bouts with heavy snow 
and slush; bald tires; worn tire 

. chains; car engines gummed up 
from too many cold-weather, 
short-distance trips without an 
opportunity to warm up 
properly; and excessive noise 
signifying a leaky muffler or 
tailpipe 

The antidote Chief Veizer 
suggests is a mid-winter tune- 
up. 

If the engine is noisy, or a 
faint odor of exhaust fumes is 
sometimes detected inside the 
car, have the muffler checked 
out right away, he said 

“Tf the windshield wipers are 
worn and streaking, replace 
them now, If tire chains are 
badly worn, don’t depend on 
them to last out the winter. Get 
them replaced. Late winter 
storms are no time to be un- 
prepared or unable to go or to 
keep going,” Veizer urged 

As for driver fatigue, the chief 
feels that nothing will really 
cure winter weariness except 
spring itself. 

But the symptoms can be 
treated. These are some of the

things that he and the Inter- 
national Association of Chiefs of 
Police suggest: < 

Check winter driving habits. 
Make sure that your driving 
speed still shows a respect for 
the treachery of icy pavement; 
that you still: maintain that 
extra space between vehicles; 
that . you still avoid sudden 
acceleration and abrupt stops; 
that..you negotiate corners 
slowly and carefully; that you 
pump your brakes to slow and 
stop instead of jamming them 
on. Make safe, rolling stops and 
avoid the danger of skidding 
into serious trouble. 

On a practical note as far as 
‘keeping roads and streets clear, 
Chief Veizer noted an in- 
creasing reluctance on the part 
of car owners to shovel 
driveways promptly. The 
result: more cars are being 
parked at street curbs in the 
hopes that a quick thaw will 
automatically solve the 
problem. 

Not only is street clearance 
hampered, but mud, slush and 
salt film accumulate on lights, 
license plates and even on car 
windows — all adding to the 
driver's winter problems un- 
necessarily 

“Winter may be relaxing a bit 
from now on, but it’s no time for 
us to relax," the chief warned, 
“Before winter goes down for 
the final count, we can still 
count on him to throw some 
heavy snow flakes in our 
direction!"

Choate and friends still must 
be reckoned with in Assembly

Who's going to be the most 
important member in the 79th 
Illinois General Assembly? 

Surprise! 

Clyde Choate. 

Despite his failure to win the 
House speakership and his 
demotion from Democratic 
floor leader, there is a growing 
feeling beneath the Statehouse 
Dome that Rep. Clyde L 
Choate, 54, of Anna, will have as 
much to say about what hap- 
pens in the new legislature as 
anyone in it—and_ including 
Gov. Dan Walker and Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley, as 
well 

It’s a unique situation, 
perhaps unprecedented in the 
history of the Illinois 
legislature. But it is there. 

Choate once amassed 59 votes 
in the unsuccessful bid for 
House speaker—30 short of the* 
number needed. 

He still retains about 15 hard- 
core loyalists who are seated 
around him in the House 
chamber in a pattern 
reminiscent of the covered 
wagon train, formed in a 
protective circle to fight off the 
Indians in the Old West. 

In this case, Choate's Indians 
consist of Walker, Daley, the 
Republicans and the in- 
dependent Chicago Democratic 
liberal faction in the House. 

Sooner or later, say Capitol 
cynics, all will have to come to 
Choate 

It takes 69 votes to pass a bill 
in the House. Although 
Democrats have .101 of the

seats, no single faction has a 
sufficient number of votes to 
pass a bill. 

Choate is in a strong position 
to bargain. And, with the 
possible exception of the late 
Paul Powell, the Illinois 
legislature has known no harder 
bargainer. 

Choate’s bloc is made up 
basically of Southern Illinois 
lawmakers—including Madison 
Countyans—and with him they 
share the common objective of 
protecting and advancing the 
interests of that region. 

It is obvious that the group is 
woefully short of the number of 
votes needed to pass desired 
legislation. But by withholding 
votes needed for passage of 
legislation desired by others, 
the bloc can, perhaps, achieve 
respectable treatment for 
Southern Illinois. 

Reports have been flowing 
into Springfield for months of 
rising discontent in the south 
about how the area is faring in 
the legislature. 

This, despite the fact that 
Walker has always posed as a 
champion of Southern Illinois 
and who started his famed walk 
to political triumph there. Gov. 
Walker, however, now is 
generally regarded as having 
failed to deliver as promised. 

In the 1950s and '60s, Southern 
Illinois fared exceedingly well 
in the legislature. 

This was due in’ large 
measure to the unusual power 
and influence exercised by 
Powell, but also because of the 
legislative skill and political 
importance of some respected 
Southern Illinois Republican 
legislators, including Sens. R. 
G. Crisenberry of Murphysboro, 
Paul W. Broyles of Mount 
Vernon and Dwight P. Frien- 
drich of Centralia, the latter 
now a member of the House. 

But recently legislative in- 
terest has tended to shift nor- 
thward along with the state’s 
population. 

Chicago and 
issues—such as education, 
public aid and mass tran- 
sportation—have tended to 
dominate legislative sessions. 

Choate’s bloc serves as a 
powerful weapon to serve

Remodeling projects at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville expected to cost 
$126,000 were approved 
‘Thursday by the SIU Board of 
Trustees.

Illinois Bar - 
raises fraud 
compensation 


The Clients’ Security Fund of 
the Bar of Illinois has increased 
the limit on compensation to 
defraud clients from $5,000 to 
$10,000. Any claim on file with 
the trustees of the fund as of 
Dec. 3. 1974, is eligible for 
the increased limit if the loss 
can be documented. 

The Clients’ Security Fund is 
sponsored jointly by the Ilinois 
State Bar Association and The 
Chicago Bar Association, and is 
a voluntary effort to make 
monetary awards to persons 
defrauded by their attorneys. 

To be eligible for com- 
pensation, the client must show 
the fraud took place within the 
attorney-client relationship, 
and in most instances, the 
application must be ' made 
within six months of the time 
the client discovered the loss. 

The increase to $10,000 puts 
the Illinois fund on a par with 
most of the seventeen other 
states having a 
Security Fund. One state, 
Arizona, has a $50,000 ceiling, 
while three other states set the 
limit at $25,000. Florida has the 
lowest limit at $3,000.
